FeELLow Cirizens :—The annual requirements of public duty have- 
‘Jed us again tq:assemble at the. Seat of. Government. ‘In thus meeting 
you, I have the‘honor to offer my respectful and affectionate congratula- 
tions. On these stated and interesting occasions, the mind very natur- 
ally recurs to the centemplation of the peculiar political ‘advantages 
which we enjoy.

438,756.12, which being added to the elassed_ lands, ‘make ‘qn_aggregate | 


ef 460,000 acres, (lacking only: a small quantity,} which the Commis- 
sioners term” selected land: “The unclassed lands composing a_ part ‘of 
the 400,690 acres as mentioned above are returned by the Commission- 
ers valued at various prices less than a dollar anda quarter per acre. 
From an attentive perusal of the 4th, 5th; and-6th sections of the act, it 
will appear that the Commissioners failed to perform what the act re- - 
quired them to do, and adopted a course . of proceeding which the act 
does not authorize. The act requires the Commissioners to examinc 
the land, to assess its value and class it, “ according to the classes and 
standard of valuation” established by the act, and: when the examination 
of the whole was completed, to select 400,000 acres, which they might 
deem of the greatest value, and to return alist of the same, together-with 
the class in which every particular tract may have been arranged,-to the 
Register of the land office. The classes were three in number, the whole 
400,000 acres were to be included in these classes, and the lowest or 
most inferior class was not to be valued at less than the- minihum price 
of the lands of the United States. But the.Cofnmissioners have not 
classed the whole of the 400,000 acres, nor have they valued the most 
inferior class of the selection, at a price not less than the minimum price 
of the lands of the United States. The distinction of ynclassed lands, 
composing .at the same time a, part of the 400,000 acres selected, was 
made by the Commissioners, not only uhauthorized by. the act, - but in 
direct opposition to its express requirements. -If,the whole of the selec- 
tion was required to be classed, how could it be in “conformity to the 
requirement, that a portion of it should be returned unclassed? The val- 
ue of the lowest or most inferior class is evidently independent of all 
examination and is fixed by the act itself; and the valuation of the Com- 
missioners in that class gaye them only the power -cf requiring from 
$1.25, the minimum price of the lands of the United States; to three 
dollars, the minimum of the next class ander the att, according as the 
lands to be arranged in that lowest class, might differ from each. other in 
real and intrinsic value.

In presenting mself before you clothed as you are with the legislative 
power of the people of Alabama, for the purpose of taking in your pre- 
sence, the solemn obligation of the ofice to which L have been called the. 
imposing scene, the important and responsible character of the station up- 


‘on which I am about to enter, affects me with deep sensibility. The mag- 


itude of the trust, the general difficulty in its execution, the prudent and 


“wise disposition of the various applications | for the exercise of the exe: u-

tive prerogative, in interposing our country’s mercy in behalf of those who 
mav have violated the majesty of her laws, together with other delicate 
duties, inseparable from the station, combined with an honest distrust in 
my own n ability to perform them in a satisfactory manner, would deter me 
from the undertaking, were it not for the fond hope, that the same friend- 
ly kindness and forbe -arafice, which have becn so liberally extended to me 


“heretofore, will be continued. This difidence is greatly increased, by 


the high este Justy awarded by my fellow citizens, to the distingu: Hed 
abflities with which the executive department tof this government has been 
administered by my predecessors; and here, permit me to remark, tvat 
whilst we mourn the act of providence which has deprived us of those 
Wortics, whose sersices and counsel this community cannot hope to enjoy 

again, yet we are consoled by the reflection, that by the people of Ala- 
bama their services are 'em mbered, and their counsels duly appreciated, 
and in the act of ou legislature making an appropriation for the transpor- 
tation of the relics of one of them from a fore gn land, for interment in 
our own soi, is recorded the evidence of public gr atitude for public ser- 
vices, highly honorable to the legislature and to the citizens of the State. 
While we thus deplore the loss of our chief magistrates who are now no 
more, we are interested and delighted in the prospect afforded of the pro- 
fitable exercise of their talents in the promotion of our commo prosperity. 
Ten years since the state was admitted into the federal family of the 


* 
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union, at which time our population amounted to sixty thousand, and at 
that time sixteen counties were represented in the convention only; now 
our population may be estimated at three hundred thousand, and at this 
time the delegation from thirty-five counties are dssembled in this Hall. 
And what, may I ask, was this much favored spot only a short time ante- 
rior to our admission into the union? a mere wilderness, the resort of sa- 
vages and wild beasts only. What an exchange of tenements is now pre- 
sented! In the place of those humble huts, then occupied by the Black 
Warrior or Tuscaloosa chief and his followers, probably placed of the 
margin of your beautiful stream of that name, we now behold a Capitol, 
emphatically a Capitol, and University, w ich when completed will bein- 
fe.ior to none in elegance, in taste, or in usefulness of which any sister 
state can boast; a metropolis surrounded|by a country rapidly growing 
in wealth and importance, presenting all the natural adı antages calcula- 
ted to invite an emigration of the most en erprizing and respectable cha- 
racter, in which are now assembled the representatives of a fri e and inde- 
pendent people, for the purpose of deliberating upon the great public 
concerns of the community. Such a change, such a rapid increase in 
population, in improvements and in institutions in our young and grow- 
ing state, cannot but be highly gratifying to each of her citizens. Eight 
years have now elapsed since I had the honor of participating in the de- 
liberations of our state legislature, and, although within that time much 
change of its members has been made, yet| I have the satisfaction to re- 
cognize in this dignified body, seven] rom different sections of the 
state, with whom I have had the honor to be associated on the most 
friendly terms ia the cischarge of public duty, and among them seve- 
ral whose'silvcr locks have obtained an hdnorahle distinction in the al- 
most uniaterrupted discharge of. public functions. To this circumstance 
I may add, that I have the gratification tp believe that I shall be aided 
and supported by all, in any effort calculated to promote the public wel- 
fare of our common couniry. 

In bringing forward any topic to your view forlegislative action, Ishall 
not be influenced by any private, local or gectional consideraticn. I shall 
have no'other object than the public good, and I shall rely more upon an 
ardent desire and devoted exertions for |its attainment, aided by your 
united wisdom and supervising control, than upon wany claim I have to , 
ability. And/here I may be permitted to] remark, that it is a-source of 
some consolation to me, that the manner in which I have been called to - 
the station I am about to assume, seems to] forbid the idea of the existence 
of an opinion that, when I have -sworn fidelity to our constitution, any 
other than the most liberal views of policy will be pursued. 

You will, gentlemen, be pleased to permit me to assure you, and through 
you, those whom you represent, that the very flattering manner in which 
this late demonstration of public confidence has been bestowed, has in- 
spired the most profound gratitude, and highest sense of obligation. 

It is with much satisfaction that I remark, that. the very able, lucid, 
and comprehensive communication madej|you by the retiring executive, 
will supefscede much of my constitutional obligations the present session. 
I may deem it expedient to submit some additional views for your delibe- 
rations, relative to some of the matters embraced in this important docu- 
ment, which I shall do with much respect|and high consideration. 

And may that spirit of harmony, liberality, forbearance, and toleration 
which is so essentially necessary for th, accomplishment ot the best rẹ- 
sults, be encouraged by us all, is my sincere and cordial supplication. 
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A message from the Senate by Mr Lyon.—Mr Speaker: ‘The Senate

A communication was received from the Governor by James I. Thorn- 
ton, which is as follows: 
` EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, Tuscaloosa, Nov. 1829. 
TĘ: the Honorable the Senate and House of Rorre entatives, 
FerLow-Cirizexs :—One of the inportant objects presented for the de- 
liberation of your legislative body, the managementof the liberal donation ` 
made by the General Government for the accomplishment of the canal 
around the Muscle Shoals ofthe Tennessee river, and the improvement of 
other rivers in our state, demands in my humble opinion aun'early conside- 
ration. We arecalled, by the terms on winch thet munificent donation 
was made, to loose no time in meeting the patriotic mientions of the Gene- 
ral Government—by affording such a system of wise measures as will effect 
-tbe object intended, or as much thereof as the most prudent application ofi 
the means placed in our bands will enable us todo with as much dispatch 
‘as practicable. The gain to Alabama. | make no doubt, will in ten years 
amount to the sum required to effect the improvement; in achieving 
which, however, the interest of several sister states will be materially pro- 
moted, viz: Teanessce, Kentucky, Ohio, Louisiana, and the western part 
of Virginia ; and im this point of view it may be considered emphatically an 
important work of national character, and as such recommends itself to 
the favorable consideration of the Representatives of the people of the 
nation. As to the extent of improvemcnt which can be made for the funds ` 
which willarise fromthe proceeds ofthe land, weare left to vague conjecture 
until the report of the United States’? Engineers is obtained. f have been 
informed, however, that they were of opimon that all obstructions below 
Fforence could be removed, so as to admit steam boats, at all seasons for 
_from one hundred to one hundred and fifty thousaad dollars; now, should 
this much be immediately effected, it cannot be doubted thata great benefit 
would accrue to the citizens of our state. An emporium of trade for North 
Alat ama would be created, through which the staple of the country would 
pass, and no longer would the merchants of this section of country, be com- 
pelled to bring their groceries and dry goods by way of Nashville, and 
thereby incur the heavy expense of land transportation, which the planter 
or consumer is compelled to pay. e , 
But a large residuum of two or three hundred thousand dollars, would, in 
all probability, be left of the funds after effecting this part of the work.— 
The application of this to the.worst parts of the Muscle Shoals, including 
the last three miles, the obstruction of Greei’s Bluff, and some other minor 
obstructions, would probably give: the citizens a steam boat navigation 
through the shoals, for vessels of light burthen, during the spring months ; 
and a ready access for our produce to market by flat and keel boats during 
the whole year; an improvement to this extent would prove of incalculable 
bencfit to the country, and particularly to North Alabama, to say nothing of 
the increased facilities of obtaining salt, sugar, coffee, four. &c. The arti- 
cle of cotton alone would be enhanced in value sn as to produce a clear 
saving of fifty thousand dvilars or more, annually, for the purchaser no 
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longer fearing that his cotton might be locked up fora the want of tide (as 
was the case last winter) while his draft or other obligations were falling due. 
in the eastern cities, would readily give from halfa cent to a cent more.per 
pound for the article than it would now command : indeed this is the usual 
difference between the prices above the shoals, and at Nashville or Florence; 
and on the quantity of cotton sent from the country above the shoals, will 
amonnt to something like the sum stated above. : 
This burthen calls loudly upon all concerned in the management of this 
grant for its speedy application to the object intended, and no small conve- 
niences can counterbalance the relief which the country- would obtain from 
having this heavy- burthen removed. We therefore hope we shall not,.be 
considered as presuming too mach upon.the kind feelings of those who 
are blessed with the advantages of a free navigation. in respectfully solici- 
ting their aid and co operation. in accordance with the views of those who 
are more Immediately and personally interested in the speedy removal of 
the obstructions which now exist to of mmerce and navigation. Taking 


for granted then, that the propriety of immediately commencing and pros- 
cuting this important work, will be conceded, the next question which 

ies is as tothe mode of operating—to whom shall this trust be delegated, 
hat powers given them, what restrictions | imposed ? &c. . 

In this, as in all otber cases, where we have the advantage of the expe- 
rience of other states whose success in works of this kind, authorizes a con- 
fidence in their judicious adoption of the means to the end; 1 feel strongly 
disposed to weigh maturely the modes they have adopted to bring cut works 
of the utility aud magnitude of the one now before us. New York. Penn- 
bylvania, and Ohio, stand prominent as examples before’ us, as having ac- 
complished much to their profit and fame. | Should we follow their path in 
execuling the work by contracts, we must necessarily expect more from cer- 
tainty of performance, as well as expedition in the final execution ; the real 
advantage to the community of affording a profitablé employment, and re- 
muneration to the laboring and other classes of our citizens, promoting a 
spirit of industry and enterprize, in works of this kind amongst our people, 
directing their attention and energies to a species of improvement, which 
must ultimately prove one of the greatest} resources of wealth, comfort 
and prosperity, of the citizens of this country, viz: internal improvement, 
give relief to pecuniary distress by scattering funds among the citizens, put 
in circulation an amount of money that must contribate greatly to alleviate 
much of the pecuniary embarrassment of our State. 

Although our means for the completion of this important work are not as _ 
ample as were at first anticipated, yet we do not despair of its final accom- 
plishment ; the estimates as to the land granted in the first instance, were 
made with reference to the high prices at which they were sold originally, 
at the (ime the country enjoyed the most unexampled prosperity, when a 
large amount of Mississippi stock, obtained jat from 40te 60 per cent dis- 
count, was reccivable in payment, when the staple commodity of the coun- 
try was selling at from 20 to 30 cents per pound. - But circumstances now 
have unfortunately| placed the country in a/different situation. Cotton is 
now at its lowest possible price, in North America at from five to six cents 
only, and when a pecuniary émbarrassment and distress threatens ruin to a 
respectable portion of our citizens, whilst these considerations have influ- 
enced the reduction of our means from thej proceeds of the lands grauted, 
this furnishes a just ground for an appeal to the General Government for a 
further manifestation of their liberality iù did of the advancement of this 
great work, anda just and legitimate ground for an application for the remo» 
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val of the restrictions contained in the act, making the donation which with- 
holds the power from the State toimpose tolls. These considerations, gene 
tlemen, to me of much weight, I submit for your legislative deliberations on 
this subject, which doubtless will claim no small portion of your labors. 

' Toanother subject, gentlemen, of intense interest to the citizens of our 
State, ofa similar character, I feel it my duty to solicit your attention ; the 
adoption of the nece-sary measures to effect the junction of the Alabama 
and Tennessee waters—an object almost invaluable in its future consequen- 
ces to the citizens of this State: whilst the modes of conveyance afforded by 
water communication secures to the planter much in the ultimate re mune- 
ration for his labor bestowed in the production of (he raw material, this com- 
munication would at the same time extend the capital, increase the value of 
real estate, and the commerce of ourscaport. 

Every thing that can be safely effected to secure the economical trans- 
portation of the productions of our State. or even others in the rout toa for- 
eign market, though it must be for the general interest, and it is not less 
palpably plain, that every just measure, tbat will increase tbe capital and 
beneficial commerce of that spot which nature has evidently marked out 
as the emporium of the trade ofa respectable section of our country must 
be sound policy. Itis then with renewed interest that I jock to the junc-. 
tion of the two great rivers of South Alabama with the Tennessee. as a 
measure the beneficial consequences of which to our population, can hardly 
be sufficiently appreciated. Whatcver, gentlemen, in the course of your 
deliberations may be deemed advantageous in hastening the accomplishment 
of those great objects, will receive my cordial approbation and suppost. 

It will not be unexpected by the legislative body, that I point their attention 
to the present state of our section of the union as regards the agricultural 
interest of the state, and holders of public lands. From the unfortunate, | 
operation of the old mode.of disposing of the public lands by the General 
Government, the mass of the population of this State has been placed in a 
situation peculiarly disagreeable and distressing. ‘The great body of the 
lands that have been relinquished to the United States through a variet) of 

- Causes which no human prudence or sagacity could foresee, or clude, leaves 
a vast portion of our population without any permanent homes or even inte- 
rest inthe country.  ‘Thatall solid prosperity of a country must be based 
on the agricultural is now a principle sufficiently established in political 
economy,and I should betray a want of knowledge of the true interest of 
the State, were [ without a strong solicitude on the subject of the planting 
interest. Among other facts connected with this subject it is peculiarly 
painful that many very valuable citizens of our State, in consequence of the ` 
difficulty of procuring soil under the government of their country, are daily 
emigrating to a foreign State, and carrying with them the population, indus- 
try aud enterprise which this section of the union so loudly calls for. That 
he present depressed value of the staple production of our lands has placed 
the present minimum entirely too high, needs no proof. That a very smali 
portion.of our soil will authorize that minimum is equally plain. That the 
balance of the public lands must remain unoccupied and uncultivated unless 
by a system of occupation and cultivation the most undesirable in its conse- 
quences to the General Government as well as the State, is and must remain 
to be the inevitable consequence of persisting in the present mode of dis- 
posing of the public lands. It is now a matter beyond doubt that the interest ~ 
of he General Government and those of this portion of the union, demand 
a niew and different system, and I cannot but feel a strong assurance that a 

better and more equilable system of disposing of the public lands so as to give

the citizensan opportunity of purchasing the different qualities of soil af añ 
equitable price would have a happy tendency to arrest aud remove much 
of the agricultural causes of complaint of which we now experience. 

Among the alterations imperiously demanded by the state, of this section 
of the union, a graduating system seems to stand prominent, and that system 
so framed, that every capacity of citizens might have an opportunity of m- 
mediate purchase at an equitable price, and of improving their own circum- 
stances and the face of the country. Any} other mode will continue the 
state of unimproved wilderness in which large tracts of our territory have _ 
been too long kept-by a minimum far above the value of the soil in the most ` 
presperous-periods of agriculture. 

To admit an equitable purchase of the soil, as well as to mect every ca- 
pacity of citizen to purchase, it would be desirable that permission should 
be had to purchase forty acre tracts. instead|of the present subdivision. ‘The 
great body of our cittzens who have been obliged through the pressure of 
the times, not only to forfeit theirt homes and labour, to the General Gov- ` 
ernment, but alse to forfeit the amount of money already paid on the lands, 
calls for a special notice; and itis to be hoped that a suitable appeal to the 
liberality and justice of General Goveroment, will not be unheard. Nay, 
we are assured it will not. Nor can it be forgotten that the present mode 
of sale by auction whilst it gives nothing toj the Government of the United 
States more than a minimem, yet it becomes inthe hands of capitalists, an 
engine for adding to the agricultural depression and distress ; and to which | 
we are obliged to charge much of that which the community now feels. [ 
deem it one of the duties, as well as the political privileges of the Repre- 
sentatives of the people, to place before the Government of the Union, 
grievances affecting the Stale, and the existence of which is found to pro- 
duce a state of public depression and embarrassment. Bringing with you, 
gentlemen, from each section of the State, the wants, and causes of agricul- 
tural depression of the people, you will be enabled to place befére the 
Congress of the United States, in the attitude it imperiously now demands, 
this subject ofsuch vital importance to our prosperity.

Mr. Craig and others, availed themselves of their constitutional privi- 
lege of spreading on the journals of this louse their reasons for voting 
against the passage of the bill entitled an act to suspend the sales of the 
lands granted to the State of Alabama for the purposes of internal im- 
provement, which are as follows: 

We of the minority, do protest against the bill that has passed the 
House of Representativ es, that authorizes the immediate closing of the 
Land Office in Courtland, for the following reasons: In the fir-t place, 
we believe the experinent of closing the Office forthwith, would be a 
dangerous infraction of the legitimate principles of legislation ; because 
_good policy, as well as the dictates of justice forbid the sudden repeal of 
an established law of the land, involving the interests of an cxtensive 
community without su ong and adequate reasons. The ostensible grounds 
upon which the necessity of immediately suspending the proceedings of 
the Land Office, have been urged by its advocates. we conccive to Le 
wholly in-ufficient and indefensable. And we here cannot refrain the 
expression of a strong feeling of protestation, and astonishment at the 
manner in which said bill was hurried on its passage by an extraordinary 
effort to dispense with the established rule ot legislation. that requires 
- that every bill-shall be read on three sescral davs prior to its becoming a 
law. Why this precipitate movement we were unable to comprehend, 
and we cannot but regard it as an inconsiderate attempt to arrest that frec 
and untrammeled discussion that should characterize the proceedings of 
every deliberative assembly. Without the enjoyment of-this free discus- 
sion it is impossible that the voice of that portion of a community whose 


rights and interests are threatened to be invaded, can be efiectualiy heard . 


through the mediuin of their representa'ives. W e do also protest against 
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the equally extraordinary course adopted by the advocates of the bill, tc 
the progress of the discussion, as a more sucessful expedient to preclude 

the privilege of debate by calls for the previous: question, a course neter 
adopted or justifiable except on occ: isions of extraordinary. emergency that 
such urgent necessity existed as to render the ordinary latitude of discussion 
dangerous to the general i terest of the State, we hesitate not-to say, will not 


be averred by the advocates of the bill. And we cannot but orahe ine pros 


found regret, thatin despite of the great solicitude evinced bythe minority, 
to be indulged i in a more deliberate discussion, they were constrained to 
experience the mortifying alte native of bein overruled by dn overwhelm! 
ing vote to sustain the call fir the main question. The opposition as 
glaringly evinced by the majo ity to indulg a full and unrestricted dis} 
cussion ofthe merits of the bill while undey debate, constitutes a stron% 
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and imposing incentive tò the minority, to exhibit upon the journals the 


miny cogent. and proimnent reasons that linduced them to oppose the 
passage of the bill. We protest against the grounds upon which the 
propriety of closing the Land Of fice, has beep advocated, as being wholly 
untenable. The grounds as sct forth were, that the commissioners who 
had been appointed ander the sanction of an act of the last Legislature for 
the purpose of ‘assess: Dg the value of the lands granted to our State for 
purposes of! internal improvement, had not in the performance of the 
duties assigned them, strictly complicd with the requirements of the law. 
And that closing the office fort!with was rendered an indispen-able expe 
dient, preparatory to instituting an inquiry) into the supposed i: regular 
proceedings of the commissioneis. And before we procced to offer rea- 
sons in refutation of tlie grounds assumed by the advocates of the Lill, 
we cannot refrain expressing our sw prise at/the novel and unprecedented 
sroceeding of a legislati.e assembly adopti g an act, which in its opera 
ton, necessarily fias the odium of suspicion or guilt upon public officers 
without even the preferme t of a. harge, ar the exhibition of proof of 
official misconduct. ‘We challenge the histdry of tke political or judicial 
administration of our government for a similar precedent. And we hesi-« 
tate not to say, that the judgements of the enlightened community of our 
State, will promptly denounce the proceeding, as an act of usurpation, A 
regard for the honor, integrity and intelligence of the commissioners, as 
well as a desire to arrest the establishment of so obnoxious a precedent, 
had its united influence | in determining the minority to make a firm oppo- 
sition to the bill. In refutation of the ` ground assumed, that the commis- 
sioners had violated the act under which they) were appointed, the minority 
contends that there has been no exhibition of proof to sustain the ailega- 
tion. It is true that his Excellency the Governor, in his message, has 
thought proper to state, that? the commissioners have misapprehended the 
act under which they were appointed. And here the minority would res- 
pectfully inquire, does a mere discrepancy of opinion between the head of 
one of the departments of our government and a distinct class of offers 
acting under the authority, by a co ordinate branch of the government, in 
the construction of a legislative act, requiring the performance of s pecific 
duties, constitute alone sufficient ground to nullify the proceedings oF sai, f 
officers. A reference to the fundamental rinciples of our government 
furnishes a satisfactory solution to this question. How far the co: amiss, 
sioners have exceeded the instructions of the act under which they were 
appointed ; we of the minority do respectfully conceive that the executive 
of the State has no constitutional authority to decide. And hence „any ex- 
pression of opinion by his Excellency the Governor, in his message in re- 
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lation to the constructive powers of the act presciibing the duties of the 
commissioners, cannot constitute a legitimate ground of censure upon the 
conduct of said commissioners by a legislative act of the Government. 

‘If this view of the subject be correct, any aitenpt on the part of con - 
lature to desturb or arrest the proreedings of the commissioners until the 
competent authority had decided upon the legality of their acts, cannot 
but be regarded as an arbitrary stretch of power. Moreover, with duc 
deference to the opinion of his Excellency the Governor, we of the minor- 
itv, do conceive that the commissioners so far. as information has been 
obtained, has in no respect, exceeded the authority o f the act under which 
they were appomted. We do not conceive the opinion ts tustained by 
an obvious construction of the act prescribing their. duties, that the com- 
missioners were required to report the whole of the lands which they 
vaiued under the Gesu nas of classes. T he first dity, as expressed in 
the 4th section of the act. wh.ch they were required to perform, was to g 
upon the fands and truly value e€: ach leg l subdivision of said lind: saan 
ing to the fair and intri sic value th ercof, and at the same time to note 
the class to which the same belonged, it is clearly evident from the 
language of this part of the act, that the duties of valuing the land and 
noting the class to waich the same belonged, were simultaneously per- 
for med, and that the intrinsic value of the land necessarily designate] 
the class to whichit belonged. If then, any portion of the'land embraced 
in the examination, was not considered to be worth intrinsically, 1 25 
per acre, how could the com aissioner~ in accordance with their oath, re- 
port said land as included in the designated classes. Besides, by Pere 
ence to the act, Gih section, it will be seen that the commissiovers were 
directed to select 400,000 acres of land of the greatest value,, which ne- 
cessarily implies, tat every grade of value was comprehended ia the 
lands examined. Elence the arbitrary rule of classification was not pro- 
perly so much the :riterion of determining the amount of selection. as 
the fair and ntrinsic value of the soil. And in conformity to the s init 
of the grant we have no doubt tat the commissioners Justly conceived 
that should the examination result in not reporting a sufficient quantity of 
classed land to complete the compliment of the donation, that the gen. ral 
government would extend the right to the State to supply the deficit out 
of other unappropriated lande. l 

Itis furthermore contended, that a failure on the part of the commis- 
sioners in the performance of any pait of their duty is equally fatal to all 
that has bees done, and that conséqu :n'ly it becomes the imperative dais 
of the Legislatire to order an immediate susvension of all the operations 
of the kod ofice. And here we cannot but again express our surprise at 
the hazarding assumption of power that would be indicated bythe adop- 
tivn ofany a t, by the Legislature predic ated upon the suppose d illegality 
of an act of the commissivners. ` Upon this ground, we are aware that 
the advocates of the bill mainly rels to m the procedure taken. We 
profess not to be prepared to discuss the abstruse question whether an 
irregularity in any part of the proceedings ofthe commissioners violates 
the whole, deeming it wholly immaterial, in as much as no such irregu- 
larity of conduct his been established by proof. But we do contend that 
under the act of the last Lepislituie, rights have already occurred to the 
occupant settler which this Legislature has nu power to disturb or contra- 
vene. Norin the opinion of the minority, can those rights granted by the 
act of tae last seson be caastitutionally resumed, modified, suspended 
or cnunged without tuc assent ol tinder interested, That rights have ves- 


ted under the act of the last session, cannot, we think. be denied, though 
it has been urged that until the settler has by actual entry expressed his 
ascent to the provisions of that act, his interest is not of such a nature as 
ty be vested. We are ata loss tosconccive how an entry in the books of 
the register can be considered as a stre nger signification of assent, than 
the appearing before the commissicners under the act and claiming the ` 
right of pre-emption. The instant the claim was decided in favor of any 
occupant, we conceive his right to make an entry within one hundred and 
twenty days after the opening of the landjoiice, became vested anid the 
Legislature of this State possess no more rpwer to abridge that right than 
if he had’ made an actual entry in the modg prescribed by the act. Vas 
the prince iple to be settled for the first time, a min rity might not, 
and this minority would not consider it a wanton violation of ght. But 
when it has been reneatedly discussed, examined ani decided on by the 
hihest constitutional tribunal of our county, in what light must we con- 
sider it. It has likewise been seriously urs «d that a consideration should 
pass f.om the one claiming a right to thos from whom that right is de- 
ried. Where we would ask, was such doctrine e er advanced before? 
and does not the experience of all legislation shew directly the reverse? 
What consideration has ¢.er passed from a v of the incorporations char- 
tered by this Siate, to the State itself, or chuld a a grant without the least 
consideration pas~ ip x to the State, be revoke tby it at pleasure? Wéull it 
be contended, even tnar any thiig is necessaryeto be done by the grantee 
where asolunt: ny graptis made by the State to him? Anv ttempt ther c- 
foie,on the part of che p present Legislature to obstruct the fair consuma- 
tion of the pre-emp Gon light of the 'setder, cannot but be regarded a asa 
wanton beh ie of the good faith of the State. We dvem it unnecessary 
toenly re upon te various manner in which the interests of the Sole 
we ahi be wai ciec ed ł De the sudden and wholly unexpected sds- 
porien of Tis rightof entry, ‘Phe viblent prostration of confidence in the 
ead farh of the State, the resentful fecling of disacpointment that w ould 
wer ade an extensive community are evilsjof sufficient esettod’ to de- 
ter from so denge rous an exp scliment.

Mr Clark obtained leave to introduce a-bill to be entitled an act to an- 
nex from the county of Tuscalloosa to the county of Bibb, so much ter- 
ritory as will give to Bibb county her constitutional limits; which was 
read a first time and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Richardson made the following report: A majority of the commit- 
tee of ‘county boundaries having reported it inexpedient for the! General 
Assembly: to make any alteration in the boundaries of the several coun- 
‘ties, through which the Alabama and Warrior rivers flow, the’ minority 
of said commi.tee; beg leave, respectfully, to submit to the consideration 
of the House, the views which have led them to a different conclusion. . 

Te wil be remembered that the inconveniences and difficulties of cross- 
ing these rivers, have. for years been the subject of complaint, and it is 
now ccnfessedly a matter of serious regret) as well among those who are 
opposea to, as those who are iu favor of the proposed change, that they 
were not originally designated as the bouudaries of counties. That the 
hardships compisined of are not feigned, will at once be perceived by 
every gentleman from the northern section|of the Stite. T!eir possess- 
ing greater fores:g.:t than we of the south, the Tennessee river was made 
the line invariably , Letween all the counties)north of the mountains. ‘Lhe 
propriety of this scrangement is so apparent, and its superior advantages 
so striking, that ic is presumed no considerations whatever, could induce 
the inhabitanto in that quarter to change it; and if they had committed 
the capital ero of permitting that -rajes T stream to fiow through the 
ceatre of their counties, itis confidently bellesed they would have been 
loud and inccssant ih their demand- upon the justice of the legislature to 
correct it. In the country watered by the] Alabama, it will be seen that 
. wherever that rive: is the boundary be:wedn counties, it is regarded as 
permanent, and the pqnple would think a |proposition to change it, was 
dictated by an unpardonable blindsess andjindifference to their best inter- 
ests. The same remarks will apply with full force to the counties of the 
Warrior and Tombeckbe rivers. ‘The Aldbama and Mobile divide from 
_ each other the counties of Montgomery and Autauga, of Clarke and Mon- 
roe, of Mobile and Baldwin. ‘The citizens of these counties would deem 
it it caldmity, a perpetual : urse if this ling was changed. The Warrior 
and Tombeckbe divide Marengo and Clarke from Washington county. 
The people of these countie- are satisfied, and could not be induced to al- 
ter their natural and convenient boundary The counties of Dallas and 
Wilcox are nearly equally divided by the Alabama, and the county of 
Greene; by the Warrior river. The peopl¢ of these cour-ties are disatis- 
fied, and they labor under inconveniences and hardships, to remedy which 
they make a solernn appeal, and it is the last which they will have it in 
their power to make, to the wisdom and justice of this General Assem- 
bly. Whatever effect the contemplated change is to have upon the. peo- 
ple of other counties, it will interpose no rivers or large watercourses 
between them and their court houses, ayd will, in no respect, hinder 
them in the performance of their public business ;.nor will they feel any 
of the crying evils which grow out of the situation of the last mentioned 
counties. ail 

The counties concerned in this interesting subject are Dallas, Wilcox, 
Greene, Perry and Marengo. The boundaries of some other counties 
will be slightly affected, though in such a| way as to be unimportant, te 
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them. It is understood that the three furmer are in favor of a division, 
and that Perry alone is opposed to it, Marengo being indifferent. ; 

The minority of the committee will now exhibit to the House such 
views as they believe ought to influence its deliberations. by referrence 
to the last enumeration, it appears that the number of inhabitants of Dil- 
las county was the number of ditto of Wicox County was the 
number of. ditto of Gre: ne county was making the whole number 
amount to . The number ef inhabitants of Perry county wis 
leaving a majority in favor of a disisinn of ——-.- IF the ‘majo ity be 
tested ‘by the representation, then Dalias cousty has 4, Wilcox, including 
the S -nator, has 3, Greene county has 4, making the number in favor of 
a disision 11: Perry county has +, leavi ing a majority in favor of a di-- 
vision, 7. The minority cannot but console themselves, that andei this 
view of the subject, though in committee thev have been overruled by 
numbers, yet they a ey the wishes of such a majority’, as will be at- 
tentively heard in this Hous ` 

The division p oposed to i made of Dallas and Wilcox, is to attach 
that part of the former county, east of the Alabama River, to that part of 
the latter on the same side, so as to form one county. To annex that 
part of Wilcox on the west side of said river, to Marengo and Clark, 

‘and to form a county of that part of Dallas which lies west of the river 
In this arr angement, a small portion of territory will be takea from Mont; 
gomery, and it is believed, with the wi hes of the people,’ for a large 
public meeting has been hel ld, the proceedings of which have been pub- 
lished, and they have spoken to their representatives in a language, 
which they will doubtless-feel themselves constrained to obev. A small 
part of Monroe will be added to Wilcox without any objection. Thus, 
the counties of Dallas and Wilcox can be di ided so as to obviate all the 
difculti's under which they lubor, without imposing any burthens or in- 
conseniences on any other county. The county of Marengo will be 
greatly benefitted, for it will acquire an accession of wealth and popula- 
tion that will place i it among counties of the first class. 

It is proposed to make of the county of Greene. a county on the west 
of the Warrior river. and to attach that part which lies east of said river 
to the county of Pery. Itis understood that this arrangement forms 
the great obstacle to the contemplated division. Almost ‘all the óbjec- 
tions to it proceed from the delegation of Perry, and, in the opinion of 
the minority without any just reasons. In casting the eye over the map, 

it will be seen, that at some future period, the tc rritory of the Choctaw 
Indians, lying west of Greene, must be attached to it, and that a county 
east of the Warrior must be formed. - If this should not be - done, the 
said Indian territory will have to be annexcd to Greene, with the present 
boundaries, and the singular spectacle will be presented, of a ‘ounty cut 
up by two considerable navigable streams, and the difficulties of crossing 
them perp petually imposed upon two thirds of its citizens, not only in their 
daily and usual intercourse with each other, but in at ending to all their 
public busines. As the county of Perry alone objects to the division 
wli h is so earnestly and loudly called for, the attention of the House is 
desired toa comparison of her present si-uxtion, with that in which she 
will be placed in the event of its accomplishment, Bound: d as it now is, 
a large portion of its citizens are compelled to cross the Cahawba riyer 
to attend their cour‘s, and all other business which requires them to visit 
their seat of justice. These consist of several hundreds, who, it is un- 
derstood, are unanimous in the wish, that almost any arrangement should 
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take place, that would remove from'them/this inconvenience. It con- 
tains much p:or land, which answers no other purpose than to make out 
‘the extent of territory required for each county by the constitution ` It 
has no town, but a very inconsiderable village where the court house now 
is, and’ unless the: minority are greatly misinfonmtd, eveiy particle of 
real prop: rty, both public-and private, are not werth $12,000, at any 
rate, the pubiic buildings: which have been erected cannot be worth $500. 

The part proposed to be taken-from Perry, and attachéd to the adja- 
cent counties, includes the lands ‘hat are Idast valuabie, and the covgtry 
situated east of the Cal:awha river. . In exchange for this, itis intend 
to add, all that part of (Green which lies east of-t: e Warrior river, em- 


| bracing the most wealthy, populous and fertile half of said county. The 


county of Perry ‘will then be one of the wealthiest in the state, and will 


' be entirely compact and connected. will afford every possible facility to 


the freest and most convenient in ercc-arse Gf all itscitizens, and will con- 
tain in-its bo-om, two of the most flourishing villages in‘the inteior of 
our State. ‘Lhe loss cf public buildings in |Petry, is the onlv objecti ‘n 
which can be urged against changing it boundaries. In the counties of 
Dallas, Wilcox and Gene. the Foss- in thig respect will be coas:derable, 
and yet the people of those counties regard it as nothing, when-weighed 
against the benefits to be derived from the proposed alteration, > > 

But the inroads it would make upon the ddunties of Pickens and Fay- 
ette, form a prominent feature in the report of the committee. One 
general remaik will be sufficient to answer this part ofthe report. These 
counties have no public buildings whates-er, the seat of justice is not yet 
located in the former, and the r boundaries jean now ‘be desiguated with 
as muca convenie: ce as if they were a Wilderness. * 

The committee havirg fated tò notice the diffeultics under which the 
counties JaLor, that wish their boundaries changed the mino-ity will at- 
tempt. briefly to perform that duty. The House need not be informed, 
that the natvral:di:istons of any country, v kether they berivers or moun- 
tains, never fail to produce local prejudices and party animositics. One 
portion of the community willalways be artayed against the other, in the 
choice cf their public agents, and in the adoption cf such measuies as 
should have the common’benefit of all for their oject. "hese evils exist 
among us to an extent that rend: rs cur situation peculiarly unpleasant— 
that mats our prosperity as a people, and places us far behind cur neigh- 
bors in that progressive! state of improvement in which they find them- 
selves. We are, and perpetually will be, tom asunder by internal dissen- 
tious, the ordinary and friendly intercourse of our people is destroyed, 
aud the advantages-and ble-sing of social harmony are denied us. The 
rivers which divide us from each other, annuaily overflow their banks, 
and spread over large tracts of country, rendering it impracticable to ate 
tend to our business at the spring term of our courts, and it is a fact too 
notorious to be doubted, that one half of tHe suits*upon our dockets are 
compelled to be continued. Our people aie comme:cial in their charac- 
ter and from their situation, and hence we have much litigation and 
crowded dockets ; and itis difficult for auy onc to fo m a just conception 
of the immense expense incurred by these dontinuances, unless by those 
who are familiar with-legal proceedings. ut we have to pay a burthen- 
some tax for the privilege of attending to dur ordinary and public busi- 
ness a large portion of our citizens cannot visit their court houses, attend 
their mu ters, or their elections - without paying from twenty-five to fifty 
cents each, on all of these occasions, and it would by no means be an extras 
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vagant conclusion to say, that the amount we have to pay on the single 
item offerriage in three months, would be more than sufficient to buy out 
the entire hamlet of Marion. The-minority will take leave to state a par- 
‘ticular instance of hardship and inconvenience that occurred in the county 
of Greene, and no doubt similar ifstances can be cited from the other 
connties, for the purpose of disclosing more clearly our real situation. 
One of our citizens who resided on the west side ofthe river, had a suit in 
court, which it was important he should attend to. He lived but a few | 
miles from the ¢ourt house, and could reach it in no other way than by 
crossing at Tuscaloosa, which he d.d at great peril, and at the trouble of 
travelling one hundred miles. The minority will conclude this counter 
report, by presenting in one view, the true state of the question, as it ex- 
ists berween the contending parties.; The counties of Dallas, Wilcox and 
Greene, and it is believed, a majority of Marengo, are in favor of a change 
of their present boundaries. They are in favor of it, for the reasons 
among others before stated. The county of Perry, or rather her delega- 
tion, is opposed to it on account of the injury.it will visit upon her present 
seat of justice. It is therefore, respectfully submitted to that sense of 
justice which will always direct the dea of this House, in whose 
favor they will decide. Ordered, that said report lie on the table.

~ tempt at the extirpation of the white population; was unfeeling and sangui- 
nary. That the warparty ofthe Creek Indians were the aggressors in this 
case, is sufficiently established. Indeed the part taken by the balance of 

Z the nation, in assisting to arrest and punish them, the circumstance of .the 

- Big Warrior having ordered the great chief prophet Tecumseh out of the 
counsel house at Tokebache, and. forbidding his talks, circumstances gene- 
rally known and forming part of the history of the day, settles this fact. 

That restitution and satisfaction would have been demanded and enfor- 
— ced by the competent authority, had the case been‘reversed, stands without 
doubt. It apperas then that the laws of reciprocal justice demand that the 
whites who have been damaged by the wanton depredation of the savages, 
should have remuneration, and that this should be secured to them by that 
authority which claims to itselelf “to provide for the general defence; and 
has reserved to itself the regulation of all intercourse with the Indian tribes.’? 
F is a subject of notoriety that many of those citizens, perhaps the mass of 
their, have not recovered yet from the consequence Oftha¥ distressing period, 
when not only all they had amassed by a laudable industry whilst enduring 
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the privations attendant on the first settlement ofa new-country,bot i in addis“ 
tion, the lives of wives, husbands, infants and friends were secrificed to glut 
savage ferocity, which at Fort Mims, and other places seemed.to be without 
bounds. 

Justice to those citizens seems to call for their case being spread before 
the General Goverment,’ by the Representatives of the people, as the 
protection of the people in the peaceable and secure possession of the 
result of honest industry, is undoubtedly one of the legitimate ends of g 
` wise and good government. It will not be forgotten thatin a similar case, 
a neighboring state obtained and secured for its injured citizens (if not an - 
ample) considerable remuneration for i inju ies committed by the same tribe 
of Indians. 

T would respectfolly recommend to th consideration of the General 
Assembly the propreity of adopting the measures necessary to realize: in 
behalf of the slate, the liberal subscription} and obligations entered into by

Thisin- , 
duced a nearer approach to the true value ; and must continue to bring atout a decline 
in prce, even actually below their real value; lands in this section of Country, as your 
honorable body. by adverting to the evidence, will perceive, havirg within the ccurse of, 
the last twelve or eighteen months been reduc~d and diminised in value, from twenty-five 
to fifty per cent. The large quantity of land. included im the donation, beirg brought at 
once into m:rket, has had, indi-putably, a metertal effect in substracting from the value 
of lands in-North Aiab-ma; setvo, the impression prevalent in some counties, that the 
commissioners bad fixed a very low valuauon upon them. e 

Your committee deem it necessary to report th: cause, whicn in their estimatian, led 
to ths investigation; they are the followi.g:—The magnitude and importance of t'e 
workin its national character,its utility and importance to the péopje ot the several Staves 
ef this Union. more espeenally to those of North Alabama and Tennessee, together with 
‘the munificence and liberality of the grant, had :induccd almost every person to place a 
high and exagerated estimate of value u on the lands granted. Added to this, the fore 
mer entianched and mistaken estima e of the value of land in the rotion growing Srates, 
and the high price at which the reli: quished tands had been purchased: contributed to 
cause even the more moderate, to account the worth of the lands granted at from «ne to 
two millions of dull.rs. And when the valaation of the Commissioners hed redsced mcre 
than one third of the whole quantity of land, below the minimom price of the United 
States,and that graduation was compared with the prices formorlsy given, and the fact was 
developed that the entirety of the land was worth only about six Lundred aid eigb y six 
thousand dollars—and furthermore, when ți appeared that (he best of the land, which 
had been, anterior to tbis, purchasd at prices varying from five to seventy dellars in four 
of the counties, were now valued at prices not exceeding ten dollars per acre; the best 
lanis in o:her counties also, out of which the sciections were made at prices below ff- 
teen dollars per acre, most persons were exceedingly asten'shed and disappointed. 

In this state of surprise charges were made against the character and conduct of the 

commissione:s and agaiost the legislature, who had resoried to that method of ascer- 
taining -he value of the lands. and disposing of them. These charges were widely cir- 
culated in newsp-pers, probably from credence in tveir truth: suspicion in the n i: ds ef 
many was confirmed, from an impression thatlands of the same class, in the different 
counties, under the same local circumstances, were of kike value ; and that ‘etween the 
counties of Madison and Morgan, and the otber four count e~, viz. Limestone. Low- 
rence, Lauderdale and Frankho. there was great disparits in powt of price affixed and 
yaluation. Besides this after more than one hundred and twents thousard acres of the 
Jand had been examined selected and valued, by the board of commissioners assigned 
to the county o: Lawrence, Tudge King, one of the commis-oners, tesgned. and another 
being appointed, the new commussoner, together with the two others, tccuced in price 
some thirty-eight or nine tracts of the land; in the valuation of whicb the said King, prior 
to his resignation, had been engaged and assisted; which reduction varied Pom four 
dollars to seventy-five cents per acre. When jrdze King received intelligence of this 
procedure, be communicated the information to the Governor. Th: Governor thues in- 
fo: med, and al-o advised that more than one third of the selected l:nds was not classed : 
-apprised too probably, of the contentions between occupants about prefrrerces or ra- 
ther the right of pre-emption; which contests had heen pa:tiall. settled by the commis- 
sioners, by winch setliement many of the citizens Conceived that their rights bad suffer- 
ed—communicated to both branches of the Legisi:ture the tailure of compliance on the 
part of the commissioners with tbe spirit and leiter ot the statute: aud, though bis Ex- 
celle-cy did not, for an instant, entertain the su picion of the existence of corruption, 
yet be considered it bis duty, and incumbent on him, to recommend investigativo, 

And investigation was,io fact. due to the State, to the United States, and to the gentle- 
men commisioners, whose characters were so deeply inphicated. And if investigation 
was to be had st all,it behooved it to be as full,free and uprestrained.as the goot name of 
the State. and reputation oi the commissioner», the importance of the work. and value of 

_ tbe donation required. Hence ao iovestigation was didercd, and your committee, by 
each House of this bonorable Legislasure, apromted to prosecute the ecquiry ; which 
they have done, cr endeavored to do, with a zealous and impartial view to ite end de- 
signed, and witb as careful an observance of eco: omy as the Measure would dilow. 

The yesult of their investig:tion is to be gathered from a book, submitted berewtth, 
as a part of this report, containing all the facts they have been able to collect; and which 
they feel a pleasure in saying, in their opinion, relieves the State and the commissioners 
from all manner of blame, and must satisfy all, of the true causes which led to the dissatis- 
faction which has existed; it having, for the most part, arisen from the misconstruction of 
the law (as before adyerted to in this report) in allowing ftoats on cultivated lands, in al- 
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bowing preferences to settlers after the 1st of June, 1828, and in the inequality of valuations. 
ail of whch, if errors, were certainly involuntary and unpremeditated ones. Your come 
mitee suppose, that in the adjustment of so many subjects of controversy, as were brought 
before the commissioners by occupants, that error in decision might have occasionally oc- 
curred; as from the falibility of human discernment might have been expected and infere _ 
red; and althongh this may be the case, yet your committee are filled with the conviction 
that your honorable boGy are endowed with no power to make correction; and, as to. the 
allowance to preferences, after the period as designated in the act, that ħas certainly had 
no tendency to crea-e injury .o the State. A further result of the investigation, has beenja 
disclasure of the true causes which led to the placing of so improper and exaggerated an 
estimate on the value df the donation or gra.:t—and|wh:at is yet more, it will, as your 
committee believe, evince besides, the accomplishment of two objects by no. Means of 
light import; the substantiation of our good faith, by a manifesting of the_fair and just 
price of the lands granted, and the protection of the bccupant. And your committee be- 
lieve, that if good faith has been observed by the Wegislature of the -Stat., and by the 
commisioners, the deputed agents of the State, the many highly colored statements which

Mr Parsons availed himself of the constitutional privilege of spreading 
on the journal, his reasons for voting against the passage of the joint res- 
olution from the Senate, proposing amendments to the constitution of the 
State of Alabama, so as to have biennial sessions of the General Asseme 
bly thereof, which is as follows: The undersigned having in the House 
of Representatives, voted against the joint jresolutions, proposing to the 
people, amendments to the constitution, so that biennial sessions of the 
Legislature should be held, respectfully assigns the reasons which influ- 
enced him in the giving of such vote, they are the following: ist. The 
resolutions propose to change the time for which Senators shalt be 
elected, to four, instead of three years, and for which Representatives 
shall be elected, to two years; a measure, in| the conception of the undere 
signed, highly dangerous, impressed as he is, with the belief, that every 
degree of removal from accountability in the representative to the consti- 
tuent, In a proportionate degree, opens the way tocorruption. As in this 
State, both the senator and representative jrepresent the same interest, 
therefore, there can exist no reason why the one should be elected for 2 
longer period than the other; though it will be admitted, that in some of 
the States, there is a difference in this respect; the senators, representing 
the sovereiznty and property of the State, and the representatives, the peg- 
ple of the State. Such is not however, the characteristic of our constitu- 
tion. The only difference in the opinion of|the undersigned, that ought to 
exist between senators and representatives, which difference should be 
left to the people themselves in their selections alone to create, is, that ihe 
serrate, as a body, should be composed of individuals of an age more ma- 
ture, and who, beside respectability of talent, might be supposed to be en- 
dued with whatsoever acvantage soberness of discretion, stability and ex, 
perience, might naturally be expected to bestow. | j 

The only State known to me, in which the sessions of the legislature are- 
held biennially, is that of Tennessce, and there, both branches of the legis- 
lature represent the same interest, and have allotted to them the same pe- 
riod of service. The undersigned remembers that last year, an amend- 
ment of a character somewhat similar being proposed, he voted for it; 
there was however, this difference, in that, the term of service of the sene 
ator, was limited to ĉwo years, in thés, it is|extended to four; had it been 
four, he would, last year, as he has done this, have entered his vote on re- 
cord against it; and upon areview of that vote, he cannot but feel persuad- 
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ed, that he was in error; the more so, inasmuch as no State in the Union, 
with the solitary exception of Tennessee, has biennial sessions of its legis | 
lature. Had the policy pursued in Tennessee, in this. particular, be found 
` to be a wholesome one, had it been fraught with beneficial effects, seeing 
thatit has been the fundamental law of that State, ever since the year 
1796, it would most assuredly Have been followed, or proposed to. bè 
adopt-d by others ; but the reverse is true: Called sessions, equalling in 
number nearly halfas many as the regular ones, and sessions a third long- 
er in extent of time, are some examples of the evil of its results. Our 
sessions, have perhaps, been too long but in a new, and infant country, 
little less was to have be.n expected. When our State had progressed to 
a more advanced and firmer age, this grievance in all probability, would 
no longer have existed. __ 
Another objection is, that as the legislative department of this State 
consists of the two Houses of the General Assembly, and the executive 
branch, if the legislature is to assemble only once in two years, the duties 
of the go. ernment must consequently devolve, in the recess, entirely upon 
the person of the Governor, who will have the selection of all officers, in 
cases of vacancies that may occur, and appointments so made, might not 
unfrequently be of longer duration than would be desirable. If the Gov- 
ernor, moreover, should ever become corrupt, he would be armed oe 
more capability, and greater power to do mischief, than the undersigned, 
and as he feels well assured, the good republican people of this common- 
wealth, would be willing to confer on him. | 

The conditio: of the Bank is another cogent reason why annual ses- 

sions of the legislature should be holden. The capital, is not the propeity 
ef the State, and amounts to half a million of dollars, including the Joan 
first made, the three per ceat fund, the university fund, the monies of six- 
teenth s:ctions, besides the ordi.ary revenue of the State; the whole of 
which is guaranteed by the Stite to the true owners; in sddition to which 
will be the money raised -by the sale of the four hundred thousand acres of 
land, granted to the State for internal improvement. ‘The president and 
directors of the Bank, have no individual interest in it; the president 
alone, has a small salary. ‘Thus, although a useful institution, if its affiirs 
are to be examined into only gnece in two years by the legislature, its best 
interests, as well a~ those of th€sQtate, in the opinion of the undersigned, 
may be jeopardized and endangered; and if the proposed amendment 
takes place, the charter of the Bank must likewise.be altered ; so too must 
several other laws. - 

Another objeetion is, that senators ia Congress must sometimes be elec- 
tec twelve or eighteen months before ‘the term for which they may have 
already becn chosen expires; this will place them, notwithstanding that 
their term is limited to six years, seven years beyond the reach of the peo- 
ple; the good policy of which may very justly be doubted. l 

Again, althorgh our constitutionas as yet scarcely ten years -old, more 
than as many attempts, have within that length of time been made to alter 
it. One effort the undersigned has witnessed, which, so far as he was in- 
formed, originated altogether in the legislature, without any) call or desire 
expressed by the people; this was successful, was carried ‘through both 
‘Houses, submitted to the people and ultimately ratified; when the people 
generally. neither desired, nor solicited it, but were excited and drilled to 
vote by .intermedling and, busy politicians, whereby the independence of 
the judiciary, the best part of any government, has been diminished : the: 
undersigned, when the vote on this subject was taken, himself, saw men 
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come to the polls, who bejng required to vote, then, for the first time, 
took it under consideration, observing that they had not before reffecte 
on it; and this, the undersigned beliéves to have been the condition of a 
majority of those! who voted on it. If we thus continue to progress, the 
constitution of the State, that sacred instrument, by which our lives. our 
liberty, our property, and character, should have been protected by fre- 
quent attempt at amendment, and innovation, will be no more respected 
than acommon statute, and acyttire to itself but little of the reverential 
weight of age, or reverence on account of duration: repeated altcratigns 
or cndeavours to amend instruments of this (sort, which when once adopte > 
ed, should not for light or trival causes be. eptrenched upon. ever conduct 
to confusion. Laws. to ensure a right understanding and resp: ct, should 
be stable; by frequency of alteration and change, they can neither be well 
anderstood nor confided ia. | | r 7 

Whitten constitutions owe their origin to America; they sprung into ex- 
istence among the States of this Great Union, and were in general so ád- 
mirably framed. as at once to rid the people of the inconvience arising 
out of the turbulence of democracy in its pujity, or a prre democracy, and `° 
to sh iqld them from oppression, and aristocracy; and having been once fram- 
ed and adopted as a paramount -ystem of rules by the people, they ought not, 
inf ousiderately to be changed,nor unl-ss the evil were a strong one,and then 
only py the wish of the people themselves, not by the caprice of their ser- 
vants. In this particular instance,nota eae ry petition has been introduced, 
ner from his constituents, bas the undersigned received instruction ; they 
sent him here to aid in the making of o-dévary laws, not to make or remodel. 
ac nistitution, Feeling assured, as he does, that the contemplated change 
would not be fraught with benefit to the people, but on the contrary, re= 
move their servants further from accountability, the undersigned enters 
this, his protest: in the doing of which, he nevertheless extends the mogt 
profound respect to the opinion of othérs,jand would by no means, be at 
the same time, und: rstood to insist upon the infallibility of his own.

there was intrigue, fraud and corruption. Therefore, as the result of this 
investigation, the commissioners ask ]ave to report to the House of Rep- 
resentatives, that they find the said William Nichols, acquitted of all the 
charges exhibited against him, in relation to the; discharge of his public 
duties. | 

The commissioners found it impossible to proceed with the inyestiga- 
tion, without employing the-services of a justice of the peace, who also 
acted as secretary, and consequently did employ B. G. Sims Esq. and 
also mr James Rather, who acted as a messenger, indispensably necessary!

Have you examined my statement in the Com- 
mercial Register of the 28th Dec., 1829. and is the opinion F there cx- 
press of the conduct of mr Byrnes, the same with the one you entertain 
on the same subject? This question was objected to by mr Bates’ coun- 
sel as being an improper one. Mr Gayle stated that it was his desire to 
propose the same question to mr Dale, mr Richardson and mr Mims, as 
well as to mr Conner. The committee determined that the question was 
an improper one, and that it was inadmissable. To which decision mr , 
Gayle excepts. Mr John B. Hogan, Senator from Mobile, was then! 
sent for by mr Gayle’s request, he appeared, was dply sworn, and ex-3 
amined by mr Gayle’s counsel. : 

Question 1. Did mr Fitts have any conversation with you as to the course. 
pursued by mr Byrnes on the. day the bill to close the land office at Court- 
land, was introduced in the House of Representatives, and what did he say 2” 

Ans. I believe he did, as well as my recollection serves me he called at 
my room after the adjournment of the House and mentioned in rather a 
complaining manner,that mr Byrnes voted with mr Coopwood,against the 
“suspension of the rule, and I think he felt somewhat warm on tne subject. 
I replied to him that it was a new business with mr Byrnes and I would 
speak to him, and had no doubt that when he understood the necessity of 
forwarding the bill, that he would go right. : 

Ques 2. Has mr Byrnes not uniformly said he voted for the bill on al 
questions but the one to suspend the rule, and have you not frequently 
heard him so declare in my room and in my presence? (Mr Batts’ counsel 
objected to that question being put to the witness, as being illegal. The 
committee determined that the question was proper, and it was propounded 
to mr Hogan.) das. I answer in the affirmative. 

Mr Bates’ counsel excepts to this decision of the committee. 

Mr Hogan was then cross examined by mr Batcs’ counsel.

sins. IT ha.e not now a distinct recollection of the vote of mr Byrnes 
upon any particular reading of the bill, but I think I recollect distinctly 
that he voted differently on the passage of that bill. | 

Mr Taylor was then cross examined by mr Bates’s counsel. 

Question. Did mr Byrnes vote in different wavs on the merits of the bill 
or did he merely vote at one time against suspending the rule, but uniforme 
ly for the bill? Did he vote differently on different days? 

Ans. My impressions avere and are now, that mr Byrnes did vote dif- 
ferently on different days on the same question and on the merits of the 
bill, and my imprrssions were made by the votes given by mr Byrnes at 
the times they were given on closing the land office at Courtland. Icon- 
ceive a vote on suspending the rule to be a vote on the merits.
